JERUSALEM, Feb. 22 (AP) 
—The third largest party in 
Prime Minister Ben-Gurion’s 
coalition Government threa- 
tened Friday to pull out of 
the coalition if the Govern- 
ment orders withdrawal from 
Gaza and the Gulf of Aqaba. 
Speaking for the party, Yigal 
Alon, a former general in the 
Isracli Army, declared “the 


_ Government must not surren- 


der.” The Ahdut Avoda, a left 
Socialist Party, is one of five 
parties in the Ben-Gurion coa- 
lition, 
ba—despite its efforts to nego- 
tiate further on the issue—seem- 
ed to leave the United States 


. little choice. 


Officials pointed out that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower had “vir- 
tually committed” the U.S. to 
support the Arab-Asian bloc’s 
sanctions motion scheduled for 
U.N. debate Friday afternoon 
(5 a.m, JST Saturday). 


U.S. officials said this country 
has no intention of asking for 
another postponement of the 
Generally Assembly debate. 


They expressed both disap- 
pointment and surprise at the 
firmness of Israeli Premier Da- 
vid Ben-Gurion’s address before 
his country’s Parliament. There 
had been hope that the speech 
would be more conciliatory, 

Although the Premier and his 
Cabinet did meet later to draft 
a reply designed to meet Eisen- 
hower's request “half way” most 
American officials feel that time 
has run out on the sanctions 
issue, 

Government sources in Wash- 
ington seemed to feel that the 
possibility of the sanctions pro- 
posal obtaining the necessary 
two-thirds vote in the U.N. were 
good. 

However, an informal survey 
of embassy row showed 19 West 
European and Asian nations, in- 
cluding France and _ Britain, 
which either planned to vote 
against sanctions or abstain. 


Twenty-seven negative votes 
or abstentions would kill the 
sanctions resolution and leave 
Ben-Gurion stronger than ever. 

Meanwhile, Canada is sound- 
ing out European and Com- 
monwealth delegates on the pos- 
sibility of introducing in .the 
Assembly a resolution assuring 
Israel that U.N. Emergency 
Forces will take over Gaza and 
Aqaba on the heels: of. depart- 
ing Israeli. troops. 


The Soviet Union is equally 
active in striving to win sup- 
port for a motion asking the 
Assembly td refer the Israeli 
deadlock to the Security Coun- 
cil. 

The Soviet objective is to re- 
move the dispute from the As- 
sembly to prevent that body 
from acting on sanctions on the 
grounds that the 380-nation 
forum will next enact punitive 
steps against Russia. 

Assembly debate of the issue 
is expected to be stormy and 
—_ several days.

Japan Asks ~ 
U.S. to Back 
Steel Plan 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22 (Kyo- 
do-Reuter)—A mission repre- 
senting Japan’s steel industry 
has suggested that the United 


program for increased steel pro- 
duction, an official source dis- 
closed Friday. 

The suggestions were not 
grandiose enough to be regard- 


fed as a plan for an Asian 


equivalent of the European Coal 
and Steel Community, but did 
envisage coordinated expansion 
of industry in several nations. 

The Japanese mission led by 
Shigeo Nagano, president of the 
Fuji Steel Company and Yoshi- 
hiro Inayama, director of- the 
Yawata Steel Company, has 
given a number of precise sug- 
gestions for this program in 
four days of high-level talks. 

Without commitments, Wa- 
shington was understood to 
have agreed to give the sug- 
gestions serious consideration. 

According to sources in touch 
with the talks between the Na- 
gano-Inayama group and high 
officials of the State and Com- 
merce departments, and the In- 
ternational Cooperation Admin- 
istration, the Japanese mission 
proposals included the follow- 
ing steps: 

1, The United States should 
approve export licenses—sus- 
pended temporarily on Friday 
because of a rush by foreign 
buyers on high grade scrap steel 
and iron—for 2,480,000 tons of 
scrap for Japan m the coming 
year. 

This would be an increase of 
about 500,000 tons over the pre- 
vious year’s imports. 

2. Because Japan's steél in- 
dustry was an essential ingre- 
dient in Free Asia’s economic 
growth, the United States should 
encourage Japan’s aim of doub- 
ling current steel production ef 
nine million tons, 

8. To this end, current United 
States economic programs 
could help increase output of 
essential coking coal in Taiwan 
and iron ore in Malaya, India 
and the Philippines.

Bonn Gov't Says Preventive 
Against Common Cold Works 


BONN, Feb. 22 (Kyodo-UP)— 
A West German chemical firm 
has developed a preventive 
against the common cold which 
has proved remarkably success- 
ful, the Bonn Government offi- 
cial bulletin reported Thursday. 

The drug, Known as “Canta- 
eine,” the bulletin said, con- 
tains a number of elements 
suchas nmovaigine and quinine 

which are based on Vitamin-C. 

Scientists, the bulletin said, 
discovered that the “secret”. of 
cold preventio:. is to guard 
against deterioration of ascorbic 
acids in the system and that 


this can be achieved by addition 


of Vitamin-C in a natural glu- 
cose derived from resin, known 
as “Hesperidine.” This is now 
being marketed under the name 
of “Cantacine,” the bulletin 
said. 

The bulletin also reported’ 
that the West German chemical 
industry has developed a form 
of plaster to replace the stitch- 
ing up of wounds after surgery. 

The plaster is made of syn- 
thetic material, the bulletin 
said, and has been used suc- 
cessfully in thosands of cases. 
It is said to leave a smaller 


scar than operation _ wounds, 
that have been stitched,

All this means that the Gov- 
ernment, financial agencies and 
private industries must proceed 
with great caution this year in 
the interest of. our economy.

Since the great re- 
duction means an actuai wage 
increase and higher standard of 
living, the unions ought to be 
scrupulous about their demand 
for higher wages.

Fishers Urge 
Gov't to Keep 
Firm Stand 


SAPPORO, Feb. 22 (Kyodo)— 
Fishery circles in Hokkaido'’s 
major ports voiced strong hope 
Friday that the. Government 
would adhere to Japan's catch 
quota of 165,000 tons of salmon 
against lesser Russian offers in 
the current Japan-Soviet fishery 
talks. 


They showed no. surprise, 
however, and had even expected 
the Russians to trim the offer 
to 80,000 to 100,000 tons at the 
meeting of the North Pacific 
Fisheries Commission Thurs- 
day. 


On the assumption that Japan 
is allowed to catch the maxi- 
mum Russian quota of 100,000 
tons, 20,000 tons ,will have to 
be given over to driftnet opera- 
tors fishing south of 48 degrees 
north latitude, they said, which 
means the salmon quota in wa- 
ters east and west of Kamchatka 
will be shaved to 80,000 tons. 

They said this would force 
Japan to reduce the number of 
its salmon fleets in North Paci- 
fic waters to nine. from the 16 
that were operating there last 
year. 


U.K. Socialists Renew 
Drive Against H-Tests 


LONDON, Feb. 22 (Kyodo-UP) 
—Socialists renewed their cam- 
paign against the government's 
planned H-bomb tests Friday 
with a blast against Britain's 
Tokyo Embassy for alleging 
that Japanese protests against 
the tests helped the Communist 
cause. Laborite Harold Davies 
introduced a motion for debate 
next Monday protesting the 


Friday night’s crucial meeting 
was attended by Kishi, Finance 
Minister Hayato Ikeda, Chief 
Cabmet Secretary Hirohide Ishi- 
da, Secretary-General Takeo 
Miki, Executive Board Chair- 
man Shigemasa Sunada and four 
other party executives, 


The meeting went into a re- 
cess late Friday night and was 
resumed after the participants 
consulted their respective elders. 


However, final conclusion on 
the Cabinet resignation Was car- 
ried over until Saturday. 


Ishibashi assumed the pre- 
miership last Dec. 23 after hav: 
ing defeated Kishi in a race for 
the party presidency by only 
seven. votes. 


Kishi took over as acting 
Prime Minister Jan. 31. 


The Ishibashi Cabinet was re- 
ported to be the most short-lived 
Cabinet in Japan’s history sinee 
the Meiji era. The Cabinet lasi- 
ed 62 days. 


It also reportedly agreed that 
the lineup of the Cabinet mem- 
bers will not undergo any 
change excepting that Kishi will 
concurrently hold the «portfolio 
of Foreign Affairs. 


The medical examination was 
carried out Friday evening by 
four physicians at the Prime 
Minister’s private residence at 
Shimo-ochiai. . 

‘The examination, which took 
more than two hours, revealed 
that Ishibashi was extremely 
weak and an enlargement of his 
heart was noticed. 

The doctors agreed that Ishi- 
bashi must rest for another two 
months in order to recover. 

Following the diagnosis, Kishi, 
Ishida and Miki conferred and 
agreed that there was no other 
choice for the Cabinet but to . 
resign en masse. 

Later, they attended a meet- 
ing of Government and party 
leaders at the Prime Minister's 
official residence. 

The collapse of the Ishibashi 
Cabinet in less than two months 
after its formation on Dec. 23 
last year will result in the shift- 
ing of the hegemony so far held 
by the triumvirs of Ishibashi, 
Miki and Ikeda to the Kishi- 
Ishii-Kono line. 

The new Cabinet will make a

As Ice Loosens 


Japan’s Antarctic expedition 
ship Soya. began to edge for- 
ward again Thursday as south- 
west winds helped loosen ice 
packs, Capt. Manji Matsumoto 
radioed to the Maritime Safety 
Agency Friday morning. 

He said the winds had sprung 
up the previous night and help- 
ed free the ice that jammed 
against the ship’s side and 
blocked its progress 

After advancing 11 nautical 
miles, however, the ship was. 
trapped at 6 p.m. by huge ice 
packs that measured 180 feet 
in diameter and 15 feet in 
thickness. Fresh snow had pil- 
ed up on the packs to a height 
of two meters. 

Matsumoto said _ ice-blasting 
operations were being carried 
out to clear a route for the 
ship’s progress. 

He said the Soya was able to 
establish contact with the U.S. 
icebreaker Glacier Wednesday 
and arrangements were made to 
exchange messages every four 
hours every day. The Glacier 
was speeding to the rescue of 
the Soya but must first refuel 
at the “nearest port.”

“Some of you oppose Commu- 
nists in the Cabinet,” Sukarno 
said. “But how can we avoid 
this group which won the sup- 
port of six million people in our 
elections? 


“I do not take sides. I only 
want national unity. I only ex- 
press the will of the people.” 

The President spoke at the 
State Palace before 900 leaders 
of political parties, civic organ- 
izations, military chiefs and 
Parliament and Cabinet mem- 
bers.

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Culture Protection Official 
Peddled ¥ 100 Million Scrolls 


A series of old picture scrolls 
valued at ¥100 million and de- 
signated as important cultural 
assets were purchased and sold, 
one by one, by an employe of 
the Cultural Assets Protection 
Commission, much to the em- 
barrassment of the CAPC au 
thorities, it was learned Friday. 

The pictures sold to various 
art lovers were recovered and 
the picture scrolls were rehabi- 
litated eventually through the 
efforts of the Commission. 

Isamu Morikawa, 40, who had 
been employed at the Commis- 
sion’s secretariat since 1952 as 
its non-regular surveyor, was 
relieved of his post last year, 
but no legal action was taken 
against him. 

The picture scrolis, “Pictorial 
Record of Saigyo” by moted ar- 


tist Sotatsu Tawaraya, original- 
ly were owned by former 
Prince Yukimichi Mori of Bofu, 
Yamaguchi Prefecture. 


Morikawa obtained the scrolls 
from Mori shortly after the 
war’s end at a comparatively 
low price since persons with 
property were troubled with 
property taxes. 

The transaction was allegedly 
made without obtaining the ap- 
proval of the Commission, which 
constitutes violation of the Cul- 
tural Assets Protection Law. 

In order to make it easier to 
dispose of the scrolis, the third 
scroll of the series was cut into 
some 10 pieces and six of them 
had been sold to various par-

Zenro to Finalize 
Minimum Wage Bill 


The Japan Congress of Labor 
Unions (Zenro), the nation’s 
second biggest labor group with 
a membership of 670,000, is ex- 
pected to finalize a draft bill to 
establish a minimum wage 
system at its executive meeting 
slated here for March 1, 


The labor organization’s 

minimum wage draft bill sets a 
minimum monthly wage of ¥4,- 
000 for~-silk, rayon, and hand- 
reeled dupion plant workers, 
and furniture and hand-laid 
paper plant employes. 
For workers of other indus- 
tries, Zenro will fix their wages 
after discussion by the organiza- 
tion's central and provincial 
wage councils on the basis of 
industries, position and regional 
blocs. 

Zenro’s minimum wage 

posal is in contrast with a uni- 
form minimum wage of ¥8,000 
proposed by the General Coun- 
cil of Japan Labor Unions 
(Sohyo) and that of ¥6,000 by 
the Socialist Party. 
Zenro is reportedly objecting 
to adoption of a uniform min- 
imum wage system on the: 
ground that Japan’s economic 
structure is too complicated for 
the uniform system and foreign 
countries are fixing it in various 
different ways. 


4,400 Railway Workers

The bullfights, the first for 
this country, are to be held at 
Korakuen Stadium in ‘Tokyo

The fights have been widely 
publicized in key cities and the 
selling of tickets has already 
started. 

The project was brought to 
the attention of the Police 
Agency by the Japan Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals. 

The Police Agency told the 
Metropolitan Police that spon- 
sors of the fights may be charg- 
ed with exaggerated publicity 
as well as cruelty to animals. 

The sponsors have explained 
that the seven or eight bulls to 
be brought from Spain will not 
be killed.

VERO BEACH, Fila., Feb. 22—The Brooklyn 
Dodgers, who have repeatedly warned New York City 
authorities they must have help in building a new 
stadium soon or would move elsewhere, Thursday pur- 


chased the Los Angeles sific | 
park and franchise in the Pacific | 
Coast League (PCL). 

After announcing the pur- 
chase from the Chicago Cubs, 
Dodger president Walter 
O'Malley said he presently 
plans to operate the Los 
Angeles team in the Pacific 
Coast League but indicated 
again that the Dodgers may 
move out of Brooklyn. The 
Cubs got the Dodgers’ Fort 
Worth franchise in the Texas 
League in exchange. 

“In buying Wrigley Field, Los 
Angeles, we are re-investing 
baseball dollars in baseball,” 
he said in a statement. “There's 
an element of protection for the 
future in this action.” 


The Dodgers recently’ sold 
their Ebbets Field home and 
their Montreal (International 
League) real estate for about 
$4,000,000. This money O’Mal- 
ley said would be used by the 
Dodgers as their share of 
building a new stadium in 
Brooklyn. 


A sports authority has been 
established in New York State 
to study the question of wheth- 
er a sports center and sta- 
dium should be built in 
Brooklyn. 


The Dodgers leased Ebbets 
Field for three years from the 
new owner but only a few 
weeks ago O’Malley said that 
he would wait six months for 
the city to act and if nothing 
concrete was done, the club 
would make other arrange- 
ments. 


In New York, William R. 
Peer, executive secretary to 
Mayor Wagner, said: 


“We do not want to lose any 
of our baseball clubs. We will 
do everything we can to keep 
them here.” 

Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco are the two most coveted 
cities for possible Big League 
franchises. The Boston Red 
Sox bought the San Francisco 
club, Nov. 28, 1955. 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 22 (AP) 
—The purchase of the Los

these parts that Major League 
baseball is headed for Los 
Angeles. 

Kenneth Hahn, a member of 
the Los Angeles County Board 
of Supervisors and long a lead- 
er in efforts to bring Big League 
ball to this Pacific Coast League 
town, said:
